2* An ortillcay barracki* located on the ourtwru perimeter of ihpruochtice, 
included one U-ohapod throe-stcry building.. the Icn^ifudinnl uic-o of each 
of the three component build in ;- o measuring 120 to 150 ia;fvr, and an L~ 
shaped garage, and was enclosed by a barbed wire fence. It was occupied by 
a notorized artillery unit of about 1,000 men, which was roainly equipped 
with guns of about ?5 mm mounting pear-shaped mizzle brakes « Field howitzers 
of about 100 mm and a heavy tun of about 150 m were also observed* The 
unit was frequently observed marching out of the Installation with six to
